Ear and Clean Cut, Indicating, Ac- 


cording to Counsel For Mrs. Sut- 


ton, That It Could Not Have Been 


Self-inflicted 


Washington, Sept. 14.—When tho 


body of Lieutenant James N. Button, 
Jr., the young marine otllcer, who 


let bis death about two years ago at 


Annapolis, was exhumed at Arlington 
cemetery Monday, an autopsy per- 
formed by physicians representing the 
navy department and Button's mother 
disclosed that no bones were broken, 
although a contusion was found over 
llie right eye. 


It had been Mrs. Button's conten- 


tion that her son's arm was broken 
during the light which preceded Ills 
death, and that this being the case, 
the shot which ended his life could 
not have been aelf-lnlllcted. 


Or. Vaughan of 
this 
city, 
who 


represented Mrs. Sutton at the au- 
topsy, says that the bullet wound 
which caused 
Button's 
death 
was 


three Inches above the right ear and 
was clean cut. There was no Indication 
that the hair and 
scalp 
had 
been 


burned by powder. 
Surgeon Spear, 


who represented tho navy department, 
declines to make a statement, say- 
lug that hfl Intends to report direct to 
the navy department. 


Atorney VanDyke, assistant coun- 


sel for Mrs. Sntton, says that he Is 
convinced ^Ihal Hid shot was tired at 
least five feet from the officer's hond 
and that the wound showed conclu- 
sively that It was a physical Impos- 
sibility for Button to have lirocl the 
shot. 


Dr. Vaughan will make a full writ- 


ten report of the findings at tho au- 
topsy lo Mrs. Sutton today. Ho Is- 
sued a statement for the press 
IIL 


which he says that he found the body 
In n fair state of preservation, and no 
broken bones. 
There was a contu- 


sion or bruise over the right eye. The 
bullet wound In the scalp was three 
Inches above tho right ear. There was 
no sign of burning of the hair. There 
were two or threo cuts In connection 
with the bullet wound; one above tho 
middle of tho scalp', which may have 
been made at tbo post mortem or by 
a blunt instrument before death. 


Attorney VanDyku says the autopsy 


disclosed that tho bullet 
hole 
was 


made by a bullet from a 38-cuIlbro re- 
volver. 
A ^S-calibre revolver was 


found beside the body. The hole was 
clean cut and there were no cracks 
running from it. 
VanDyke says that- 


after consultation with experts In gun- 
shot wounds he Is convinced that If 
the shot had been fired at close range, 
the bullet would have cracked the 
skull and gone clean 
through 
the 


head. 


Mrs. Sutton was tlie first person to 


loolt upon the face of her dead son 
when the casket was opened. 
After 


leaving the store-room where tho body 
lay, 
she said to the newspaper men 


who were waiting outside: "I want 
you newspaper men to go In there and 
see for yourselves that his forehead is 
crushed." 


The autopsy was made by Drs, 


Vaughan and 
Taylor, 
representing 


Mrs. Button, and Dr. Spear, Q. S. 
N., representing the navy depart- 
ment. 
The attorneys for Mrs. But- 


ton wanted to take away the scalp 
to use It as evidence and to take some 
photographs of the body, but the navy 
department officials refused to allow 
either of them to be done. 


After the autopsy had been com- 


pleted, the body was placed In a now 
coffin provided by the government and 
was re-interred in the same gravo af- 
ter the ground had been consecrated 
by a local priest.
